PARIS, Dec, 24-—Allied interven-

“Will the Allies Intervene? Frankly 
I hardly think so. I bring from Lon- 
don a rather pessimistic impression. 
‘In that capital they aspire, above all,

| seem afraid of the mere idea of fresh 
complications,”

The! 


Christmas in Edmonton Sixty 
Years Ago

‘ 
The moon whieh rose on Christmas eve in 1858 looked down on 
a scene of wide loeliness surrounding the point where now our city 


stands For miles and miles the Saskatchewan wound its way through 
a vast, primeval wilderness, and here, where the old fort stood, was 
seen the only gleam of light in the rolling tree-clad solitude. tn those 
days the upland ves grew close to the very palisades, and a forest 
of heavy spruce grew thick along the river, while the trails which 
found their way tothe post wound a course through a thick-set wood. 
Edmonton in those days bore a closer appearance to a feudal barony 
than it did to an infant city, for provision for both defence and seige 
were apparent on every hand. The fort and its defences covered a 
space about a hundred yards long by a little less in width, and sur- 
rounding the cluster of stout log buildings ran a pallisade twenty 
feet high. In each corner of this defence stood a bastion which over- 
topped all else, and from the portholes of each bastion a group of can- 
non stuck their brassy snouts. <A sentry’s gallery ran from bastion 
| to bastion, inside the pallisade, and shoulder high along its length the 
wall was pierced for rifle fire. 

But no sentry paced the walls tonight. Pending the hour of the 
coming of the infant Christ all here was peace and cheer. The cayuse 
teams which had for weeks been scouring the hills for wood for win- 
ter had drawn their final load. The fresh meat hunters from beyond 
the Beaver Hills were all now back in camp, the storehouse groaning 
with their loads. Even the dog teams from the far out lakes had 
come slithering through the snow with fish and ducks and wild geese. 
So, with larders overflowing with the best the woods and waters of 
the wilderness could give, the gates were closed and barred and all 
was snug and safe within. 

When the day’s work ended with the evening meal, fresh fuel was 
piled on every hearth, and, gathering round the open fires the in- 
mates of this outpost fort composed themselves to talk—or dream— 
of Christmas’ far @way. In the Big House, the Bachelor’s Hall, the 
quarters of the mem, the cheery scene repeated itself, and in hut as in 
hall fairy faces from old world homes came floating on wings of mem- 
ory with softest greetings and Christmas cheer. A ringing peal de- 
noted the approach of the midnight hour, and almost to a man these 
empire builders in the frozen wilds turned out to midnight prayer, 
where the long sipee famous Pere Lacombe was saying his humble 
mass. 

A curtain of Smoke from the Indian tepees hung over the woods 
on the flat when from each bastion and a ringing bell saluted 
the rising sun. echoes tore‘the frosty air a booming of 
tom-toms and of banging guns swelled up from the deep spruce grove, 
for the Indians knew that the white man’s God claimed the greatest 
day on earth. No lack of Christmas cheer was anywhere, for on this 
day of all the year all forms were laid aside within the fort and all 
made merry in the common cause, A time-worn custom claimed at- 
tention first. The last boat up the river in the fall was always sure 
to fetch a budget from the homes across the seas, and these were al- 
ways laid aside to wait till Christmas Day. Thus Christmas morning 
saw the opening of the Christmas gifts of all, and many an eye that 
trained a rifle with unerring, blighting death grew misty now with 
unshed tears in the heart of lonely Rupert’s land at the thoughts 
those simple old world gifts revealed in each of home. 

Scarcely were the handclasps all exchanged when, winding 
across the river and up the hill a formal Indian cavalcade was seen to 
wend its way. Up to the big fort gates, which were quickly unbarred, 
then in to the Indian hall. Here they met no less a personage than 
the mighty Rowan, who handed out to each a hearty handeclasp and 
| a gift of tea, or rum or tobacco. This ceremony over, the parcelling 

out of rations commenced, for the hospitality of the company of ad- 
venturers knew no stint on Christmas Day, and every Indian on the 
river might draw and eat at will. 
The formalities over, the fun commenced. To start the perform- 
ance, a halfbreed dog driver challenged a wiry Cree to a snoshoe race 
on the river. The stake was a yard of tobacco, and in a moment the 
race was on, up from the landing, round the mooring stone and back, 
and the crowd went wild as the Cree won out an a lope. Friendly 
feats of skill, shooting, running, jumping, followed one after the other 
led in time to the real events of the day, the Indian buffalo race and 
the twenty mile race with dogs. Old-timers still alive describe the 
sight as beautiful as these bronze-hued warriors rode out on their 
nimble ponies. Following the horse racing a string of dog teams were 
mustered out for the sweepstake of the year. Strong, rangy, wolf- 
bred dogs they were, marshalled team and team; then, with the crack 
| of a gun and a ringing yell they were off on thelr first ten miles, Out 

the old winter trail to the lake and back the course was always run, 
| after the tangled get-away above the old fort gate it was a game of 
| give and take. Those were hardy days on these northern trails, when 
| men lived on a straight meat diet, and many a man who ran with 
| those dogs was as tough as the dogs he drove. No thought ef a record 
| was kept; each was a race by itself, and was considered settled when

the dogs arrived and the side bets had all been paid, 

By the time the racing had finished the chill was creeping into 
| the air once more and all made a move for the fires to prepare for 
|the Christmas dinner which was always served in the Big House. 

In the centre of the fort inclosure the Big House stood, a solid block 
of rough hewn logs, three stories high. Aptly was it named ‘‘ Rowan's 
Folly,’’ for, to commemorate its eccentric founder, it stood the 
|dinest structure west of Hudson’s Bay. In the front of the house on 
| the second story were two huge rooms, a ball room and a mess room, 
and in these the Christmas dinner and dance was held, A description 
lof this old-time hall might prove of interest now, for a Highland 
‘enthusiast of a later day described it as ‘‘A grand place, entirely.’’ 
Big as a common hall, its rough cast walls were decorated by hosts 
| of pictures, many of them paintings from the old land; with swords 
| which had seen service on many fields; with horns, and heads, and 
fangs, and claws, and every manner of trophy which the wilds around 
would yield... Two huge heaters from across the sea served to keep 
it warm and*%nug, and im the farthest end from the entrance door 
yawned a fireplace in which an ox might be roasted whole. Such 
was the dining-room where the meal was served. | Blazing with light 
from a hundred glistening candlesticks, the tables groaned beneath 
their load of choicest meats, prepared with skill by an expert chef | 
who was ‘‘shanghaied’’ in Montreal, i

About December 12th, a bunch of 
horses, 16 In number, were missed 
from the ranch of J. L. Walters and 
M. H. Dilts, near Clive, Alta, They 
Suspected that they had been stolen 
and later after making tnquiries for 
the miasing animals reported the mat- 
ter to the provincial polfee, who de- 
tailed Detectives Griffiths and Scott 
to investigate the case. 

It was found that the horses had 
been shipped by C. C. Curtis, a stock 
buyer of Lacombe, who shipped them 
to Edmonton, and sold them on the 
open market. On further investigation 
it was discovered that these animals 
had been sold to Curtis by Albert 
Welton and Roy Richardson, who live

near Lacombe. Sufficient proof of

day in April, 1917, with the 78th bat- 
tery, and was in training the following 
summer at Petawawa and later at Sar- 
cee. In March, 1918, he proceeded 
overseas with his battery and after a 
short stay there entered the firing line 
in France with the 8rd Canadian divi- 
sion, and was on active service up 
until the end of the fighting. 

Prior to his enlistment Mr. Mc- 
Kenzie had been a student at the Vic- 
toria high school, where he was prom- 
inent in all the school's activities and 
had also attained his first year uni- 
versity standing. 

For several months no word had 
been received from him by his rela- 
tives here, who knowing that his divi- 
sion was engaged in the heavy fighting 
around Mons are now glad to learn of 
his safety.

Parts, Dec, 24—Herbert C. Hoover, 


American food administrator, and Hd- 
ward N. Hurley, chairman of the 
American shipping board, called on 
President Wilson by appointment 
late Monday. Mr. Hoover's visit was 
in connection with the problem of 
provisioning sections of Europe where 
great food shortage exists or is threat- 
ened as the result of the over-running 
of the country by German troops, or 
by exhaustion from the inability of 
the inhabitants to find labor vo till the 
soil.

‘On earth peace, good will to- 
ward men,”’ 


Precisely to make possible the 
fulfillment of this Divine injunc- 
tion the Allied nations in four 
years of the most terrible war the 
world has known have sacrficed 
the lives of their subjects in mil- 
lions and destroyed the product 
of the labors of a generation of 
toilers.

Not since history be- 
gan to be written has any nation 
waged war with such frightful 
abandon of all moral restraints 
and all political conventions as 
Germany has exhibited in the past 
four years. The slaughter of civ- 
ilians, the sinking of passenger lin- 
ers, the outrage of women and 
children, the needless destruction 
of cities, the complete and wanton 
devastation of occupied areas, 
have been not isolated instances in 
Germany's campaign for world 
power, but consistent occurrences 
by which that campaign has been 
marked from beginning to end. 

If ever victors in a war might 
feel themselves entitled to take 
vengeance upon their vanquished 
enemy, the Allies are surely in that 
position.» Yet there has been no 
threat, much less any act, of ven- 
geance on their part. No com- 
plaints have come from Germany 
of excesses committeed by the Al- 
lied army of occupation. There 
are those who suspect that our le- 
niency toward the enemy contains 
an element of danger; in that we 
may thereby fail to impress upon 
the people of Germany that war is 
a thing as terrible for them as for 
others, and may thus leave them 
still under the spell of the idea 
that they can wage war without 
bringing its more horrible con- 
sequences home to themselves. Be 
that as it may, our conduct to- 
wards Germany establishes _be- 
yond all question, even from our 
enemies, that our desire is for 
peace and for the exercise of good 
rather than ill will. 

The people of Canada, and of 
every Allied country, can celebrate 
this Christmas with no feeling of 
self-condemnation as they recall 
this Divine injunction with which 
the Christmas festival was insti- 
‘tuted among men, Their. -hands 
are clean of innocent blood. It 
was not their fault that peace has 
not prevailed during the past four 
years, and that the spirit of hat- 
red supplanted the spirit of good 
will among the nations.

The Reason. 

Two dispatches published a few 
days ago in the same Issue of The 
Bulletin indicate the reasons why 
the Allies must not abandon Rus- 
sia to its fate. 

One dispatch declares that three 
million Russians have been killed 
during the war, and that perhaps 
twenty millions will die this win- 
ter of starvation and want. 

The other dispatch announces 
that in the southern central por- 
tion of what was formerly Russia 
a peasant revolt has broken out, 
the object being to kill off the land- 
owners and take the land. Thus 
while the Bolsheviki are de- 
stroying the middle classes in the 
towns the peasants have launch- 
ed a campaign of slaughter 
in the country, 

The Allies owe it to the people 
of Russia, whose participation in 
the war has resulted so disastrous- 
ly to themselves, to help them re- 
cover self-control and some sys- 
tem of social order, And the Allies 
no less owe it to themselves to pre- 
vent anarchy establishing in Rus- 
sia conditions which would al- 
most inevitably produce another 
outbreak of war. 


Berlin's Real ‘‘ Peace Drive.’’ 


President Wilson invited the es- 
tablishment of democratie institu- 
tions in Germany by emphasizing 
the idea that the Allies were not 
fighting the German people but 
the autceratic German  govern- 
ment, endto bring about the over- 
throw of that government, 

When the German armies reach- 
ed the brink of disaster Germany 
responded to President Wilson’s 
declaration by sloughing Kaiser- 
ism and setting up a government 
which was said to speak for the 
German people, 

Confronted by this apparent com- 
pliance with his demand, Presi- 
dent Wilson was 
position where he logically must 
use his influence with the other 
Allies and bring the war to an end, 
without Germany having suffered 
punishment by invasion.

Will Stand Watching. 

Granting the somewhat far- 
fetched supposition that democra- 
tic institutions have really been 
established in Germany, it is yet 
to be found out what is the dispo- 
sition and what are the aims of 
this new democracy. The estab- 
lishment of democratic institutions 
does not of itself automatically ex- 
tinguish the war spirit and replace 
it by the ideals which govern the 
national policy and international 
dealings of a nation animated by 
the principles of democracy. 

The assumption that if Ger- 
many had been under democratic 
government there would have been 
no world war in 1914 is too large. 
The war occurred because Ger- 
many wanted war. To say that 
the world ambitions of the Kaiser 
would not have been sanctioned 
by a fully representative and re- 
sponsible parliament is unwar- 
ranted. The German people be- 
lieved that they could conquer the 
world, subdue it, govern it to 


future destiny in accord with the 
ideas and ideals of Kultur. 
Supposing they have changed 
their system of government, which 
remains yet to be substantiated by 
the process of time, there is no as- 
surance that they have entirely 
recovered from the impulse which 
led them to make war upon the 
world, and _ imbibed 


Democratic institutions or 
Germany needs watching, It will 
be time enough to accept its good 
intent as a fact when it has been 
shown worthy of confidence.

THE CENSOR'S LOST JOKE

coast on the 27th October, 1914. Bo 
it's out at last. 

The announcement revives many 
old memories, The event was wit- 
nessed by the passengers and crew of 
one of the largest vessels on the sea 
—the White Star liner Olympic. The 
Olymplie stood by and a number of 
the rescued seamen were brought on 
board, and she attempted to tow the 
battleship. Notices were put in all 
the cabins telling the passengers not 
to say anything about the event, and 
those notices, I have been told, were 
there when the Olympic was in New 
York, America had then no fdea of 
entering the war, and the American 
press published their accounts of the 
disaster and even photographs of the 
sinking. These photographs and stor- 
fes were reproduced afterwards in the 
German papers. Whoever was in the 
dark about the affair, it was certainly 
not the Germans. Covert jokes about 
the censoring of the Audacious story 
appeared in the comic press, and the 
pantomimes used to refer to it. When 
the Hearst papers were struck off the 
list for cabling facilities from England 
(they were afterwards reinstated) 
they retaliated by republishing pic-

and other instances of the British

OF HOLIDAYS 


Reduced Revenue Bill is Passed 
Mo! Night Without 
ord Vote 


Washington, Dec. 24—Having pass- 
ed the war revenue bill fixing taxes 
for next year and for 1920, the senate 
today began its Christmas recess. The 
house met in a perfunctory session to 
approve the three-day recess plan for 
the holidays, a quorum not being 
present when the proposal was 
brought up, The revenue bill, reduced 
to raise about $6,000,000,000 next year 


And $4,000,000,000 In 1920, was passed 


last night by the senate without a re- 
cord vote, The measure, which had 
been before the senate since December 
14 and which was revised materially 
by the senate finance committee, now 
goes to conference. Senate conferees 
were apointed last night. The confer- 
ence committee, however, will not 
meet until January 2. Although the 
bill as, passed by the senate is much 
changed from the form in which It 
was enacted by the house before the 
armistice was signed, it was predicted 
by leaders of both houses that the 
difference would be compromised 
without great difficulty. The bill as 
passed by the house would have raised 
$8,200,000,000 by taxation next year. 
The reduction and the inclusion of 
rates for 1920 were recommended by 
Secretary McAdoo after the signing 
of the armistice. 


RESTRICTIONS ON 
GERMAN FOE ALIENS 
REMOVED IN U.S. 


Washington, Dec. 23.—All restric- 
tions on German enemy aliens, except 
those app!ying for entry into and de- 
parture from the United States and 
those affecting the power of intern- 
ment, were ordered removed today by 
Attornéy» General Gregory, effeetive 
Christmas day, This action was taken 
on cabled instructions from President 
Wilson, and will affect about 500,000 
German men and women. It was ex- 
plained that the department of jus- 
tice would continue to exercise the 
power of internment of dangerous 
German enemy aliens, and that the 
order would not affect such aliens al- 
ready interned, 


KING OF SPAIN 
THANKS POINCARE 
FOR FRENCH HONOR 


Paris, Dee. 28—President Poincare 
has received a telegram from King 
Alfonso of Spain, In which the Span- 
ish monarch expresses his deep thank- 
fulness for the medal bestowed on 
him by the French government.

London, Dec. 24—-(Wireless Ser- 
vice)—Labor unions throughout the 
United Kingdom are agitating 44 
hour weeks. This would mean eight 
hours a day on five days of the week 
and four hours on Saturday.
